German Torture of 


Paratroops Reported 


NEW YORK, June 13. — Stanley 
Richardson. 
NBC 
reporter 
from 
London, said in a broadcast from 
London last night th at there is “in­ 
disputable evidence th at the G er­ 
m ans tortured and m urdered” Amer­ 
ican paratroopers during the early 
hours of the Normandy landings 
Richardson, who had just return­ 
ed from headquarters of an Ameri­ 
can airborne division near Caren- 
tan. said in one instance the bodies 
of three American 
enlisted 
para­ 
troopers, stripped to the waist, with 
their hands bound, were found in a 
heap beside the wall of 
a 
former 
G erm an command post. 
. “There is every indication,” said 
Richardson, ‘‘th at these Americans 
were ex ecuted after they had been 
captured, in violation of the rules of 
war.” 
In a second case the body of a 
second lieutenant was found with 
his th roat cut and a G erm an army 
knife beside him. Richardson said 
th at according 
to the men of the 
command post who discovered the 
body , the officer “landed in a tree 
and was m urdered as he hung help­ 
less there.” 
A third case concerned a m ajor 
who was found in a village “dead 
of m ultiple stab wounds," R ichard­ 
son declared.

SOMETHING TO ACCOUNT FOR 
It was dinned into an anxious public’s ears so often 
th at Gen Eisenhower 
and 
the 
w eatherm an were 
working hand-ln-g love to put wind and water on the 
Allied side th at repeated references to foul weather 
during and since D-day leave no choice but to Jump on 
the latter with the vig or to which weatherm en are by 
litis time accustomed. 
They have som ething to ac­ 
count for. 
They are the victims of a common affliction which 
also complicates the affairs of other experts. 
They 
have delusions of being the practitioners of an exact 
science and have foisted off the delusion on the public 
Consequently, when the public learns better, as It in­ 
variably does In the course of planning picnics, out­ 
door wedding s and critically Im portant m ilitary opera­ 
tions, it Is in a mood for recriminations. 
The truth is th at 
meteorolog y 
is 
not an exact 
science. 
It can tell us for a certainty what lias hap­ 
pened over a period of years and what should happen 
tomorrow, but its spokesmen are subject always—like 
everybody else—to the unexpected.

RUSSIA’S ROLE 
Reports from Russia reflect a state of g lowing of­ 
ficial and public satisfaction over Allied operations on 
G erm any’s western front 
and are non-comm ittal, as 
usual, about what Russia intends to do. 
But in two reliable sources outside Russia, sig nifi­ 
cantly, there is no apparent uncertainty. 
The G er­ 
m ans seem anxious to announce 
that 
the- 
Russian 
army once more has started to exterm inate them on 
an offensive scale; and Allied headquarters are con­ 
fident that when the rtg ht time comes Joe Goebbels 
will have som ething bi-sides the western front to ex­ 
plain to his countrym en. 
Russia’s role in the war thus far has been played 
according to Russian needs, just as the other Allies 
have played their own roles according to their own 
needs. 
Presum ably, there will be a Russian offensive 
to drive the G erm ans further back toward their proper 
boundaries. 
B ut even if there were to be no larg e- 
scale offensive this sum m er—only a massive holding 
action, with the implied threat 
ot 
an 
offensive— 
Russia, which has borne the*brunt of the m ilitary m a­ 
chine which was g oing to conquer the world and now 
is fig hting on the defensive, would need to make no 
apolog y. 


GERMANS ARE CONFIDENT, TOO 
U ntil the Allies have dem onstrated that they are 
able to m aintain and move forward their still tenuous 
French front, the G erm ans—m ilitarists and civilians— 
will have every reason to rem ain confident. 
« That Is why cautious advisers on the Allied side art* 
warning their people ag qinst over-confidence. 
The 
real battle in Normandy has not been foug ht yet The 
m ilitary operations there are still in the feeling -out 
stag e—the first round. 
G erm an leaders warned their people m onths ag o 
not to expect a first-round knockout. They have made 
no secret of the strateg y of defense ag ainst invasion 
It calls for initial resistance at the point of attack and 
the probability that an attack in force will be able to 
overcome the resistance, whose purpose Is to delay the 
invaders until secondary defense can be org anized 
T h at has been G erm any’s m ilitary project since 
D -day—org anization of secondary defense. 
The issue 
now is w hether the defense, operating on the principle 
of attack, will be sufficiently strong to drive the Allies 
back across the Eng lish C hannel in a repetition of 
the evacuation from Dunkirk. 
On the Allied side, of course, all this is known and 
has been taken into consideration. 
It is obvious that 
the strateg y for dealing with it m ust call for additional 
moves to keep the G erm ans from concentrating on the 
N orm andy invasion. There will be other invasions and 
th reats of invasion. 
The action in Normandy may 
become secondary

WMC REGULATIONS 
IN EFFECT TODAY 


Sweeping new m an power regu- 
lations announced 
bv 
Regional 
WMC Chairm an Robert C 
Good­ 
win for Ohio, Michigan and K en­ 
tucky. went into effect yesterday. 
The regulations, issued in 
con­ 
formity with an administrative or­ 
der of WMC Chairman Paul V. Mc­ 
Nutt. put a stop to all gate hiring 
of male workers 17 years of age and 
older, unless such hiring is spe­ 
cifically authorized by the United 
States Employment service. 
In the 
24 tight labor mark t areas in .he 
region—those classified as in Group 
1 or Group 2—the regulations also 
require the application of employ­ 
ment ceiling, limiting the numbers 
of male workers individual employ­ 
ers may have on their payrolls. 
“These regulations mean," Good­ 
win explained, "that male workers 
no longer can be hired by an em ­ 
ployer solely on the basis 
of 
a 
statem ent of availability. After the 
effective date of the regulations, 
no employer can legally hire any 
male worker unless he is referred 
t< th at employer bv the USES, or 
the USES has entered into spe- 
ciiic arrangem ents with the em­ 
ployer to perm it him to hire at 
,he gate. 
Workers, therefore, will 
normally be able to get jobs only 
through the United States Employ­ 
ment Service. 
No employer located In a 
tight 
labor m arket area will be perm itted 
to hire male workers in excess of 
the number specifically allowed him 
by the War Manpower commission. 
"We arp now at the point of la- 
ticning male labor," Goodwin stated. 
“We are short thousands of male 
workers in tills region and we can 
meet the urgent production sched­ 
ules upon which the success of our 
arm ed forces depends onlv bv al­ 
locating the short supply in such a 
way th at none is wasted and th at 
the most urgent manpower require­ 
m ents are m et ahead of all others, 
liib Is the objective of the whole 
extended program. 
It Is designed 
to direct the flow of labor where 
it is most needed in the interest ct 
the war effort and to keep it from 
leing wasted in unnecessary activ­ 
ities.”

LONDON — Tracing the English 
ancestors of United States service­ 
men in B ritain is part of the w ar­ 
tim e job of Mrs. K athleen Broom­ 
field, attractive brunette secretary 
of the Society of Genealogists. 
At least 30 United States service­ 
m en a week call at the headquar­ 
ters of the society in London to 
know more about their family tree. 
They are turned loose in the li­ 
brary to do their own research. 
The society has just finished the 
micro-filming of 9.000 parish regis­ 
ters—it has another 
2,000 to cover 
to complete the filming of the en­ 
tire 
historic 
church 
registers 
of 
B ritain—and copies are available to 
United S tates servicemen who can 
peruse them a t leisure during leave , 
periods. 
Many of the Americans who have 
been able to contact distant rela­ 
tives, unknown to them until they 
get in touch with the society, would 
have 
been 
disappointed 
in 
their 
quest but for the foresight of the 
society in filming the registers be­ 
fore seme of them were destroyed 
by fire and w ater during the Battle 
of Britain. 
Mrs. Broomfield has discovered 
th at no particular county or city 
can claim to have more American 
descendents fhan any other. “There 
is no county in the land which is 
not claimed by some keen Am en- : 
can visitor as the origin of his 
family," she said. 
“The 
m icro - filming 
of 
parish j 
registers has helped to end the 
quest of m any United States soldiers 
and altogether m any thousands of 
Americans have found their Eng­ 
lish ’cousins’ since American troops 
first came here."
